Several cities in the state have a 
plato o n system in o peratio n. 
New 
castle being a go o d example. 
The 
two fire co mpanies in that city put 
o n 13 additio nal men to make 
the 
plato o n system, and each man wo rks 
12 ho urs daily, subject to call any 
time during a fire. 
Richmo nd is no w 
preparing 
install the plato o n system, and 
the 
city co uncil has appro priated $8, 
000 fo r the additio nal expense. 
In changing the 
present 
system, 
the city will add mo re expense, but 
it is po inted o ut that as impo rtant a 
po sitio n as the firemen have, no ex­ 
pense sho uld 
be spared 
in placing 
this city upo n an equal with 
o ther 
places. 
'At the present 
time 
the fire de 
o antment here co nsists o f three paid 
emplo yes and « pawl chief, including 
Thief J o e Williamso n, Driver

Buchan nan. Besides these fo ur men. 
William Mo ffitt is listed amo ng the

Passage o f Hie memo rial bill by 
the senate fo llo wed the ado ptio n o f 
the majo rity repo rt o f the co mrnif- 
ee o n military affairs, reco mmend­ 
ing the amendments and the appro ­ 
val o f the senate. 
The mino rity re­ 
po rt signed by Senato r 
Beardsley, 
reco mmending 
indefinite 
po stpo n- 
inent, was rejected. 
One senate co mmittee amendment 
changed the reference to the Am­ 
erican Legio n making it include vet­ 
erans o f all wars and all o rganiza­ 
tio ns co ncerned in the wo rld war.

The Trend of Prices 


Although there was a decline in 
ilie general level of wholesale pric- 
! es during June, according to statis­ 
tics gathered bv the United States 
department of labor, changes in re­ 
tail prices, especially food, trended 
upward. 
On June 15 the average family ex- 
l>enditure for 22 leading articles of 
food was 2 jiereent higher than on 
May 15. The expenditure in May was 
2 percent higher than in April; and 
in April the expenditure was 5 per 
cent higher than in March. The fig­ 
ures show, therefore, a steady in­ 
crease in the average family expen­ 
diture for these food articles, the 
expenditure in June, 1920, being 9 
percteftt above the
